Coddling of the Hooligans. 

The result of this coddling of the Lon- 
don Hooligan—the equivalent of the 
Amerf€an tough—is seen in the police 
statistics. There are roughly about 
118,500 policemen in London, and the an- 
nual reports for several years back 
show that 3,500 men on an average re- 
quired to go on the sick list every year 
because of injuries inflicted on them by 
violent prisoners. This is very nearly 
20 per cent of the total force, and it 
must be borne in mind that a London 
policeman is not reported on the sick 
list until he has been away from duty 
for at least three days. The tota] num- 
ber of men temporarily disabled is _un- 
doubtedly many times greater. This, 
too, is the average for the whole of tiie 
A magistrate for the 
Stratford district, which is by no means 
the most turbulent in London, made the 
statement from the bench the other day 
that fully 35 per cent of all the police- 
men in that district were constantly 
incapacitated for duty by injuries fre- 
ceived jin the execution of their duty. 

The fact is, that the London rough 
considers the police fair game. ‘‘Let 
us go Out and ‘do in’ a policeman,” he 
says to his friends-after a night in the 
public house, and he sallies forth and 
assaults the first unfor®unate ‘“‘bobby’”’ 
whom he meets. His first move is to ob- 
tain possession of the whistle by which 
the policeman summons assistance and 
which is attached to a cord round Nis) 
neck. That secured he its fairly sure 
of uninterrupted sport, for the British 
workingman, as a rule, looks on police- 
man beating as a legitimate pasfime, 
and seldom interferes to protest the vic- 
The policeman usually fights as 
best he may with his fists, for the fear 
of official pains and penalties prevents 
him from drawing his truncheon. His 
assailants are not similarly handicapped. 
They are always equipped with heavily 
buckled belts, which make excellent 
weapons, and often with knives. In 
nine cases out of ten they are warned 
by a sympathetic crowd of the approach 
of police rejnforcements, and escape in 
time. 

Policeman Shuns the Hooligan. 

The result is, of course, that the Lon- 
don policeman is very chary of inter- 
fering with the Hooligan’s amusements. 
He knows that he has only to expect 
an assault, and that the chances are 
that the Hooligan will escape even ar- 
rest. He knows that if he draws his 
truncheon ang defends himself the Hoo- 
ligan will appear in court next morning 
with a Kbandaged head and will be ques- 
tioned by. a sympathetic magistrate, 
eager to protect the “British public’ 
from ‘‘police brutality.” 

The whole trouble, of course, lies with 
the British public and its exaggerated 
idea of liberty in the abstract. I have 
repeatedly expressed to Englishmen my 
surprise that the hands of the police were 
so tied and have been met by stages oO! 
blank surprise. 

“Would you have the police break the 
head of a poor chap who is only a wl 
gay in his cups?” is the usual reply, and 
on my answering that J believed the 
police were justified in clubbing into 
submission any one who violently re- 
sisted arrest I have been met by the 
statement. “‘Well, the British public 
would never stand that, you know. This 
is not Russia.”’

speaking comparatively, and fairly often 
speaking-absolutely—the policeman puts 
up a very fair fight with his fists, or 
even risks the penalties of usine Nis 
stick. The result is a very battered 
hooligan. 

I have lived in New York, Chicago and 
Boston and am familiar with the work 
of the police in all those cities as well 
as with that of the police of London and 
I can say without fear of contradiction 
that there is far less injury to prisoners 
by the American policeman equipped 
with a club and a revolver and the dis- 
cretion to use them, than there js by 
the London policeman whose hands are 
tied by the absurd regulations by which 
he is governed. The reason is that the 
American tough knows what to expect 
if he resists arrest, and he “goes quiet’ 
to use a London expression. The [I.on- 
don hooligan knows that the chances are 
all on his side and he fights. 

Ludricous Scene. 

I witnessed a ludicrous scene the oth- 
er day coming across one of the princi- 
pal bridges which span the thames. A 
drunken costermonger was spoiling for 
a fight and was challenging al] ithe 
passers by. A policeman came along and 
knowing what would happen if he ar- 
rested the man, tried to persuade him 
to go home, or at least to leave his 
beat. The costermonger was good nagtir- 
ed and beyond hurling a volley of the 
foulest abuse at the policeman pa no 
attention to him, and continued 
tobreathe forth his challege to all com- 
ers. The policeman was helpless and 
knew it, Sut he was saved from an un- 
comfortable situation by a soldier also 
a little the worse for wear who came 
along and heard the coster’s chalrence. 
“Oh, you want a fight do you” said the 
soldier. “Tl accomodate you, my b:au- 
ty. Throwing off his tunic he pitched 
in. The policeman looked the other wav 
and when the soldier had completed his 
job of thrashing the coster in a very 
workmanlike manner, the policeman ap- 
proached the coster again and said 
pleasantly, “Now old chap, I realiv 
think you had better go home.”

The first thing the police do when they 
overpower a man is to take off his boots, 
for a heavy hobnailed bot may inflict 
a dangerus kick on the man who is bend- 
ing over the ambulance ‘to secure the 
Straps. It has been suggested from time 
to time by daring reformers that horsed 
or electric patrol wagons should be Se- 
cured for the police. The authorities 
have turned over in their sleep and mur- 
mured that it might be a good thing, but 
have done nothing. 

Speaking of ambulances reminds One 
of the fact that until a few months ago 
there was not a public horse or ele® 
tric ambulance in the whole of London 
t convey the victims f street accidents 
or sudden illness to the hospitais. ‘he 
only availakge vehicle was a cab or the 
police hand ambulance which was used 
also for conveying drunken and filthy 
prisoners to the police station. 

Cockneys Stare at Ambulance. 

Now there is one electric ambulance, 
but its activities are confined to the 
old city of London which is a square 
mile in area. It is a good enough ambu- 
lance in its way, but the cockneys wno 
Stand and stare at it as it makes its 
deisurely way through the old. streets 
think that it is the very newest and 
most magnificent thing under the gun. 
It has really been known to bring the 
victim of a street accident from St. 
Paul’s to St. Barthlamey’s hospital, 
about half a mile, in half an hour, but 
that was at night when the streets wer 
— and the driver is still boasting of 
it. 

Apart from the defects of the sys- 
tem, however, the London policeman 
is admirable. The marvel of it all is 
that London secures men so good for so 
little money and for a service’ that has 
s0 few attractions, for the work is hard 
as well as dangerous. The constable be- 
gins at less than $6 a week and if he 
Serves long enough and has a perfect 
record he may attain to the princeky in- 
come of $8 a week. For this he has to 
work twelve hours a day for thirteen 
days out of the fourteen and if he is on 
night duty and takes a prisoner to court 
in the morning he has to-lose so mucnon 
sleep. With all that he is one of the 
finest policemen in the world and 
would be still bétter if he only had a 
chance.

[ was walking down the Box Grove 
road about 6:30 p. m. when I sudden- 
ly noticed a juvenile but thoroughly 
feathered greenfinch fluttering about in 
Some grass close to a hawthorn hedge. 
On stopping down to see what ailed it 
[ found to my. intense ‘ astonishment 
that it was making frantic efferts to 
free itself from a male stag beetle, who 
had his mandibles imbedded on either 
Side of the. bird's throat. In fact, so

I need hardly 
add that I afterward searched for the 
beetle till I foung him, when he died an 
inglorious death under the vigorous ap- 
plication of my walkingstick.

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the, Undiinguished Crowd 


A Man May Legally Kill Wite,; 
Children, Brothers and Sisters 
Without Running any Risk 
of Death—Government Is 
Without Justice, ~~ oui

Moscow, September 7.—Capital punish- 
ment does not exist in Russia. it.was 
aholished over a century ago. For the 
best part of a century after its formal 
abolition the death penalty was never 
inflicted by law except in the case of at- 
tempts. on the sacred person of the 
reigming sovereign and princes ofthe 
blood... The law stands so today. Yet 
there ig.no country in Burope, there is 
no-country in the world—unless it be 
the happily extinct kingdom of Ju-Ju, 
the-African Juggernaut—where so many 
men, women and children have been 
dene to death as-in Russia during that 
century’ and a quarter past. Of old 
time people: were flogged to death—a “‘re- 
grettable ‘arcident,’’ but hot, officially, 
capital punishment. Flogging was abol- 
ished by law a very few years ago, and 
has ‘therefore also ceased to exist in 
Russia. 
Law and Fact. ! 

haw, however, is one thing and fact 
is quite anothér. In Russia they are as 
the poles asunder. Nicholas I wrote with 
his own hand across the report of a 
trial of some luckless soldier guilty of 
a breach’ of discipline: “God forbid that 
I should sentence one of my beloved 
subjects to death Let him run the 
gauntlet of one thousand men three 
times." . Now, running the. gauntlet 
meant this. Two lines of soldiers, each 
a thousand men long, were drawn up 
facing one another, each man armed 
with a stick. The victim’s hands were 
made fast to a gun butt, by which he 
was led at a regulation pace between the 
two lines. Each man of the two thous- 
and, under pain of finding himself in 
the same position as the victim, was 
bound to administer one hearty blow as 
the wretch passed him, and the ser- 
geants took care there was no shirking. 
After passing down a line of one thous- 
and men only once nothing was left 
but a pulpy mass of flesh and white, 
Staring bones; the life was gone. But 
to mae quite sure the emperor wrote: 
“God forbid, etc.: let him run the gaunt- 
let of a thousand men three times” As 
things went then the emperor was mer- 
ciful in this. He might have ordered 
running the gauntlet of three hundred 
men so many times, Now, three hundred 
a man might pass and live: the doctors 
would declare him unable to bear more 
that day, he would go to hospital until 
cured sufficiently to run the rest. and 
repeat the process until death came or 
a-singularly hard constitution saved life 
at the expense of reason. But there was 
no capital punishment in all this. “God 
forbid that I should sentence one of my 
beloved subjects to death.”’ 


Russia Has Not Changed. 


The Russian government has changed 
not a whit in spirit since those awful 
days; the changes are only those of man- 
ner. A man may legally today kill and 
murder his wife, his children, his broth- 
ers and sisters, and any number of 
Strangers within his gate—any one or all 
at once—of malice prepense, with due 
premeditation and preparation, proving 
purpose to kill and murder, all without 
running any risk of death: He will get 
a fair trial in a civil court, with every 
Other alleviation possible to skilled ad- 
voctes and a soft-hearted jury. There 
are men today living at the cost of the 
State who have been sent «6 exile for 
premeditated murder, and have been re- 
leased under various gracious manifes- 
toes on joyful occasions of imperial cor- 
onations, weddings, or auspicious births 
in the imperial family, and have re- 
turned, not once only, but several times. 
to commit more murders, and continue 
to live at ithe expense of tne state. One 
of these was heard to call to his wife. 
Weeping in the crowd of spectators 
watching the ‘‘chain gang” setting off 
for Siberia, ‘‘Drop your snivelling, stu- 
pid; don’t I know the way back again 
by this time, think ve?’ He had five 
murders on his conscience ¢hen, and 
has very likely doubled them by now. 
The murderer suffers loss of liberty for 
a time, but he is not ecut off from his 
kind. There are only two prisons in 
Russia which are really prisons, and 
both are, of course, at St. Petersburg, 
where all the world may see how admir- 
ably Russia does things. Everywhere 
else in the empire a prison is only a 
lock-up, where the criminal enjoys the 
society of his kind, plays cards and gets 
drunk, and generally lives his accus- 
fomed life until some manifesto releives 
his lot or a chance escape sets him 
again at large. As with murder so with 
all lesser crimes, save that the smaller 
the crime the more terrible the common 
punishment must be to the criminal. 
The convicted pickpocket and the man 
of many murders suffer the same pun- 
ishment, but for different periods. Such, 
in brief, is the law of Russia, and as 
Russians are a good-natured, easy going 
race the law is not too painfully en- 
forced at any time. 

Must Avoid Uniforms. 

The one — needful to the aspiring 
criminal’s general comfort in life is that 
he should capéfully avoid interfering in 
any way with the peace of mind of the 
sacrosanct hierachy of government~ser- 
vants. So long as he confines his oper- 
ations, from pocket-picking to murder 
(wholesale or in detail), to the undistin- 
guished crowd, the 99 per cent of his 
fellow-subjects who wear none of the 
thousand uniforms indicating some con- 
nection or other with the sacrosanct 
cases, the Russian criminal may enjoy 
life to the full at very little risk. He 
is not captured nearly so often as in 
other countries, and even when caught 
he has a fair trial under rather humane 
laws most humanely, not to say weakly, 
applied.

London, September 7.—Although the 
fatal accidents to railway passengers 
were exceptionally numerous last year 
—owing to the Salisbury, Grantham, 
and Arbroath disasters—the risk of a 
passenger being kiled was only one in 
21,386,296 journeys, and of being in- 
jured one in 1,905,685. The averages 
for the thirty yeare ended !905 were 
one in 40,488,487 and one in 1,224,545; 
i.e., the death chance was greater in 
1906 than the average, but the chance 
of being injured less. 

The following table was given by the 
board of trade yesterday. The num- 
ber of passenger journeys is exclusive 
of season ticket holders, so that the 
risks are really less than those given 
above:

The number of passengers killed by 
accidents from other causes than those 
to trains was 108, against 109 in 1905. 
The number of companies’ servants 
killed by accidents to trains was thir- 
teen, against six; the number killed by 
accidents from other causes was 425, 
against 393. The number of level 
crossing fatalities was 76, against 
fifty-seven, and of fatalities to tres- 
passers and of suicides, 455, against 
439. It is probable, says the report, 
that the increased casualties to rail- 
Way eniployees was due to the activity 
of trade, and consequent high pressure 
of work, especially of shunting.

Man and women, respectable in the 
past, have there been ruined morally 
and socially, for in the mad lust for 
gold they stop at nothing. 

There are innumerable books written 
about Monte Carol. From none of tmcem 
is omitted the terrible tale of blood. In 
two of these books, written only a short 
time ago, are records of suicides and 
One of these is calléd ‘‘His- 
toire des Crimes et Suicides,” a nice 
title certainly. And In that book is an 
appalling list of 3,000 known suicides 
and murders committed in monte Caro!

There is also the case of an’ impor- 
tant Indian army officer who went 
broke.

As much as $2,500 has been paid out 
to a big loser so that he could settle up 
his hotel bill and take himself and fam- 
ily home.

Tragedies at Monte Carlo. 

Among the tragedies at Monte Carlo 
many have been of interest in America. 
There have been a score or more Ameri- 
cans who have committed suicide. Ln 
the case the other day of the American 
sirl bride both she and her husband 
enticed on their honeymoon *to the para- 
dise of the Riwiera, could not resist the 
temptation to play a dollar or two at 
the tables. They won—and lusted imme- 
diately for more. And then, as usual, 
they began losing. Day after day, night 
after night, instead of billing and coo- 
ing, they wasted the sunny hours over 
the gambling tables, feverishly trying 
to win ‘back what they thhad lost. And 
then of a sudden the end came. All 


} their resources had been swallowed up. 


Their jewelry, the bride’s trousseau and 
bits of finery had been pawned or sold 
and the money swept into the voracious 
maw of the Casino. Their hotel bill at 
Castellemare was large. The glimpse 
of the biack future was too much for 
their youthful experience and so they 
decided that death alone could solve their 
problem, 

Their story was that of Harold Clarke, 
of San Francisco—it is the story of hun- 
dreds and thousands of others. Clarke, 
as readers may remember, shot himself 
in his hotel in Paris after he had re 
turned from a trip to Monte Carlo. At 
the gambling tables he thhad lost all. Hs

the whole sum as well as his own money 
to his wife and visited the Casino alone 
with but a five-dollar bill. This he 
quickly lost, but he spent the remainder 
of the afternoon and eyening enjoying 
the beauties of the Casino and attending 
the concert and fine theater. When he 
returned to his hotel that night he found 
his wife gone. She had left soon after 


he did. 
Bridge Lost All. | 

The man at once informed the Nice 
‘police. They in turn told the Monte 
‘Carlo authorities and the bride was 
itraced. She had gone to the gambling 
‘rooms and tried her luck. It had been 
‘bad and she was soon plunging large 
sums in order to regain her losses. im 
a few hours the entire sum entrusted 
'to her by her husband was lost. ‘Tne 
bride walked out of the place closely 
followed by the anti-suicide guardians. 
But before they could reach her she 
had jumped over the terrace to death 


200 feet below. 

Another bridal couple from France 
'arrived in the middle of the most fra- 
' grant of the seasons. The groom went 
‘to the tables and was soon gambling 
| mad. He lost every cent he could beg, 
| borrow or steal from his bride. One 
‘day he was missing. The police found 
‘his body for her. The bride of a month 
‘was a widow and penniless. She was 
lan orphan and her husband had re- 
| “dot” in hard cash. In @ 


/ceived her 
'week’s time that poor widow was 


forced to make her living as a demi- 
mondaine on the very spot where she 
began her woman’s life so happily. 

It is not alone the heavy list of ruined 
gamblers seeking the solace of death, 
and of which Monte Carlo is responsi- 
ble. 
and for more misery than any other 
single institution of any kind in the 
world. Yet its greatest curse is the 
ruination of thousands of homes and 
families far away from its gilded halls. 
The undeserved wretchedness, the un- 
told anguish, the fearful privation of 
women and children, living in other 
lands who belong to the man who is 
ruined, can never be estimated. 

The profits of the Casino are im- 
mense. Last year they were $7,500,000, 
an increase of $760,000 over the pre- 
vious year. Seventy per cent was paid 
to the shareholders. And, ‘strange to 
say, one of these is the pope, for on 
the formation of the company years 
ago Leo XIII was one of the first and 
largest of the outside shareholders. 
The majority of the shares are held by 
the Blanc family, the leading member 
of which is the Princess Marie Bona- 
parte, whose father was Prince Roland 
Bonaparte and mother the daughter of 
M. Blanc, the founder of Monte Carlo. 
She is the wealthiest princess in the 
world and is about to be married to a 
royal prince, who needs money, wheth- 
er it is drenched with the blood of sui- 
cides and murderers or sopping with 
the tears of tens of thousands of 
heart-broken women and children. 

Prince Has American Wife. 

The Prince of Monaco has not a sin- 
gle share. But he derives his entire 
income from the sum paid him by the 
gamblers’ company for the lease of 
Monaco. The prince is of especial in- 
terest to Americans because of his 
American wife. She was Miss Alice 
Haine, of New Orleans. When she 
married the prince she was a widow, 
the dowager duchess of Richelieu. The 
prince is a “divorced” man. He first 
married Lady Mary, daughter of the 
duke of Hamilton and Brandon and a 
son and heir was born. But eleven 
years after the marriage the pair were 
so unhappy that the pope was ap- 
pealed to. The Catholic Church, of 
course, does not recognize divorces, but 
the pope issued a special pronounce- 
ment declaring this eleven-year-old

The rice in return for the gambling 
concession has been getting an annual 
income of a quarter of a million dol- 
lars and all the expenses of running 
the state of Monaco, including the 
maintenance of the army and royal pal- 
ace. He recently granted a further 
contract to the “Monaco Sea-Bathing 
company,” or, to give the gambling 
concern its full title, “La Societe 
Anonyme des Bains de Mer et Cercle 
des Etrangers a Monaco.” This con- 
cession now extends till 1947, and the 
annual income of the prince has been 
raised $100,000. Every ten years it will 
be raised an additional $50,000. In six 
years time the Casino will also have to 
pay him a lump sum down of three 
millions of dollars. 


Hall Caine’s Proposal. 

The latest proposal comes from Hall 
Caine, who studied the gambling hell 
to get local color. for his book and 
play, that an international subscription 
list should be started in order to reim- 
burse the prince of Monaco. He thinks 
should combine and put 
down. the gambling and compound the 
interest of the prince. Mr. Hall Caine 
calls Monte Carlo “the thieves’ kitchen 
of Europe,” “a blot on the civilization 
of Europe.”

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STEEPLE JACK WANTS 


DERBY HELD IN MID-AIR 


Special Cable. 

London, September 7.—“A_ steeplejack’s 
derby? Well, you may call it that if 
you like.’ It hits off my idea of the 
thing pretty well, at any rate. Only, 
mind you, it would be quite as much a 
trial of skill as a contest of speed, if I 
could have my way.” 

It was Mr. W. Larkins who spoke— 
the famous steeplejack whose challenge 
to his brother professionals for a chim- 
ney-climbing competition has aroused 
such extraordinary interest, not only 
among the members of his craft, but 
among all classes of sport-loving 
Britons, 

“You see,’ continued Mr. Larkins, “a 
competition such as I propose would 
serve many purposes. In the first place, 
regarded merely as an_ interesting 
sporting event of an altogether un- 
precedented kind, it would be greeted 
with tremendous enthusiasm by all ad- 
mirers of skill, coolness and nerve. In 
the second place, it would settle a ques- 
tion which we steeplejacks cannot set- 
tle in any other way. It would decide 
which of us stands at the head of our 
profession, and would establish the cor- 
rectness of his methods over those of 
his rival. For you must know that there 
is a good deal of professional jealousy 
among us, 4&8, I suppose, is the case 
everywhere. 

Steeplechasing in Mid Air. 

“But—and this is important—our 
derby would also fulfill another purpose, 
and a very useful one, too. It would 
enable those competing to pick up a4 
wrinkle or two in their business of 
which they were previously ignorant, 
since every steeplejack has some ‘trick 
of the trade’ which he has s0 developed 
and improved upon as to. make it in 
many cases almost peculiarly his own. 

“The competition should, of course, be 
an annual affair, and it should be an 
easy matter to arrange the details of 
the contest. The only difficulty that I 
can foresee is in the selection of a 
chimney tall enough to provide a sut- 
ficiently conclusive test of superiority. 
Of course, there are several of these in 
the country, but from inquiries I have 
already made the proprietors of the 
works seem unwilling to lend them for 
competitive purposes. If I had the 
privilege of selection I would propose 
the huge chimney at Messrs. Town- 
send’s works at Port Dundas, Glasgow. 
This chimney, which is 450 feet in 
height, is the highest in the world, and 
would answer our purposes admirably. 


“Nerves” Not Wanted. 

“Dangerous work? Well, perhaps, but 
not more dangerous in its way than a 
plunge in a submarine or a life-and- 
death rush in ao motor-car at railway 
speed. Personally, though I have been 
a master steéplejack for oyer twelve 
years, and have climbed hundreds of 
thousands of feet skyward, I have never 
had an accident of any sort. True, I 
have had one or two narrow escapes, 
but no steeplejack can follow his call- 
ing for many weeks consecutively with- 
out having these. For one thing, 1 
never take an unnecessary risk or trust 
to juck. For another, I am a life-long 
abstainer, and a non-smoker, physically 
powerful, and, of course, absolutely 

ithout nerves. 
ake smartest bit of work? Well, if you 
mean quickest in performance, q think 
it was ascending Truro Cathedral—the 
hightst steeple, by the way, I have ever 
climbed—and the object of my climb 
was merely to grease the vane, which 
had become jammed. It took me exaci@y 
two hours from start to finish, a feat up 
to then regarded as quite impossible, 


'for the vane stands 300 feet from 


the 
ground. 

“I am also rather proud of my record 
ascent of the Nelson Column in Trafal- 


Sar Square. When I was asked te dec- 


Orate it for the centenary celebration @ 
couple of years ago, the authorities 
reckoned upon two days ag the least 
time in which a man could get to the 
top. Before that time it had never taken 
less than two days and a half. It was 
certainly a difficult job, because 1 was 
not allowed te drive in any spikes, or 
‘holdfasts,’ as we call them, but had to 
lasso the pillar at intervals all the way 
up, tying the ladders to the bands of 
rope so formed. 

“When I had been at work some six 
hours, two or three of the county council 
people strolled across from Spring Gar- 
dens, expecting, I was afterwards in- 
formed, to find me somewhere near the 
bottom of the column. But I was already 
on the top, a hundred and fifty feet 
from the ground. 

Ticklish Work. 

“Another monument which I have sue- 
cessfully negotiated is the famous Gil- 
bert Obelisk, near Bodmin, Cornwail. 
The object of my climb on that occasion 
was to fix a lightning-conductor, Ar- 
rived on the Scene, I found half a gale 
Of wind blowing, and to make matters 
worse, I discovered that the cement 
uniting the huge stone blocks, of which 
the monument is composed, was abso- 
lutely crumbling away with age and 
exposure to the weather, JI had there- 


fore to drive in wooden plugs before my 
‘holdfasts’ could grip, thereby almost 
doubling the actual labor neéded. Sti. 
in spite of all Obstacles, J reached the 
top of the obelisk, which is i80 feet from 
the ground, in exactly one hour and 
three-quarters, much to the amazement 
of the ‘natives,’ who expec.ed the climb 
to be at least an all-day one, 

“One of the most ticklish jobs I have 
ever had was to inspect the colossal 
Slatue of the first Duke af Sutherland 
which Stands on the Summit of Ben 
Vraggie, near Dunrobin Castle, Suther- 
landshire. The mountain itself is 3,250 
feet high, and it took us severa] hours 
of hard climbing each day to get to the 
monument. As we had to knock 
work early in the afternoon, so as to get 
back to our quarters before nightfall 
this gave us only two hours daily for 
Our actual work. One day a heavy snow- 
storm came on, and it was Only with 
great difficulty that we got back at all, 
ihe Ssnow-drifts in some places being tive 
feet deep.”’

“Tha 
next monument we buiid,”’ said one of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy to the 
correspondent, ‘‘will be to the ‘old mam- 
my’ of the south, who stayed with the 
women and children and helped to take 
care of them when all the men were 
away, and who remained even after the 
negro men deserted. She was the friend 
of th. southern women and deserves @ 
monument.”’ 

The “old mammy” of the’ south {s 
worthy of honor. She fille@ a unique 
place in the social econo.ay of the south, 
and deserves to be held in remembrance 
as one of the most faithful and pathetic 
figures in the history of this part of the 
country. It is not to be expected that 
the outside barbarians should know her 
Or appreciate her. She was a creation 
of southern civilization—the highest civ- 
ilization of the New World—and when 
she passed out a great deal was lost in 
the life of the south. It ts hoped that 
the Daughters of the Confederacy’ will 
carry out their purpose to build a mem- 
orial in her honor, and if. it is to be done 
it must be done quickly. We are getting 
away rapidly from the past, and before 
the memories of the historic south are 
lost forever, some memorial pile, built 
by the contributions of those who do 
not forget, should be set up as a sign 
to all succeeding generations that tha 
south is not unmindful of the fidelity 
with which the “old mammy’”’ filled her 
place. 

More than one monument has already 
been ereeted in the south to faithful 
colored folk. There stands at Fort Mill,

PARENTS LEAVE 
THEIR CHILDREN 


Wandsworth Parish Has 1,000 
Babes Without Fathers, 


Special Cable. 

London, September 7.~The number @6f 
children deserted in London by their pa- 
rents is increasing at an alarming rate, 
The latest list from Wandsworth alone 
includes 180 little ones and the total 
of the rewards offered for information 
leading to the “arrest and conviction” of 
fugitive parents has reached $335. 

Wandsworth is only one of thirty Lon- 
don parishes, though it is the most popu- 
lous. Mr. William Haggis, who conducts 
the prosecution of defaulters for the 
Wandsworth Union, told an Express 
representative yesterday that in (the 
four parishes of Isllington, Camberwell. 
Lambeth and Wandsworth there must be 
more than 1,000 children who have been 
deserted by their natural guardians, and 
are chargeable to the unions. 

In the Wandsworth list of ‘‘wanted 
persons, which is typical of the other 
parishes, there are men and women with 
families of five or six children, all of 
whom have to be maintained by the 
long-suffering ratepayers. One woman, 
whose two children are in the work- 
house, deserted them in 1898. The young- 
est was then three and a half years old, 
and she is still under the care of the 
guardians. 

The warrant for thé mother’s arrest 
was obtained immediately after she dis- 
appeared. Unless she is taken before 
long her name will disappear from the 


published list, though the warrant will | 


continue to be in force, 
Punished After Nine Years. 

Mr. Haggis is determined that, so far 
as he can insure it, the guilty shal! not | 
go unpurnished. In one case he secured | 
the arrest and conviction of a man who | 
had returned to London after being 1n | 
America for nine years. 

People of almost all social grades are |} 
represented in this deserters’ black lisS:. 
One man owned a yacht, and, when 
brought to book, was able to pay Ssup- 
stantially for the maintenance of his 
wife and children. 

A peculiarly pathetic case is now re- 
ceiving the attention of the guardians, 
Soon after the holidays began, a woman— 
the mother of three children, whose ages 
ranged from three months to five anda 
half years, came to the guardians wi.n 
an application for outdoor relief. Wer 
husband, a young man and a certificated 
school teacher, had drawn his holiday 
| pay and run off with a girl teacher, the 
sister of a well-known clergyman. She 
received $3.00 weekly, and a warrant !fs 
out for the man’s arrest. 

The methods of deserters in orth 
off their responsibilities are various, 
There are two children now in the 
Wandsworth workhouse whose father 
after obtaining an admission order for 
them and himself, sent them on with the 
message that he intended to follow. 
That was many months ago. His name 
now appears on the black list. 

‘Nemesis does not always overtake 
these unnatural parents,” said M.r Har- 
gis. “The proportion of captured offen- 
ders is not great. The sovereign paid 
for information is an unducement that 
is not always effective. Most convicted 
deserters have been given away, out of 
spite. 

“I do not think that the majority olf 
offenders leave the country. What should 
be done, I think, is to appoint warrant 
oficers for each Poor Law area, with 
‘scouts’ to visit the accustomed haunts 
of the ‘wanted’ ones. This would rapid- 
ly reduce the lists which have to be is- 
sued from time to time.”’

OF THE WEATHER 


“All Weather Prophets are 
Either Humbugs or Dupes,” 


von | 


M. Camille Flammarion, the Famous 
Astronomer, Gives Out a Spicy 
Interview-—Says There is No 
Such Thing as Science 
of Meteorology. 


* 


Special Cable. 

Paris, September 7.—All weather pro- 
phets are either humbugs or dupes. 
There is no such thing as a science of 
meteorology in the sense, that it would 
enable us to foretell the state of the 
atmosphere.” 

In these words M. Camille Flamma- 
rion, the famous astronomer, answered 
my request today fer an explanation of 
the vagaries of the clerk of the 
weather, 

“All we can say is that the type of 
weather in France would be ideally fine 
were” no depressions to arrive from 
the ocean,” continued M. Flammarion. 
“The atmospheric aepressions we ex- 
perience here invariably arise from the 


Atlantic. As soon as one has been sig- 
nalled in the west of France or Ire- 
land we know that stormy weather is 
coming—the wind blows, the sea is ag- 
itated, and the rain descends, 

“But until we are able to determine 
the general current of the atmosphere 
and foresees the depressions, meteorol- 
ozy will not be a science that will com, 
pare with astronomy. 

“For forty-three years I have been 
publishing the* ‘Astronomical and Me- 
teorological Annuary,’ noting and 
comparing incessantly and carefully 
the phases of the moon with the state 
of the atmosphere. But I have never 
been able to detect any relation be- 


tween the phases of the moon and the 
latmospheric variations. 
Looking Ahead. 


| “How different is astronomy? For in- 
stance, Halley’s comet, which was last 
visible in 1885, will. we know, be vis- 
ible again seventy-three years after 
that date—that is next vear. Jt is like 
a ball of wind traveling in space. It is 
invisible, and yet we know exactly 
where it is. Such is astronomy.” 

M. Flammarion added that he had 
been able to calculate all the eclipses 
which will be visible in France during 
the twentieth century. 

“For instance,’ he said, ‘‘there will 
be a toral eclipse on April (7, i912, at 
12:18 noon. The shadow of the moon 
wil) pass to the south of Paris, and will 
be visib'a at Juvisy, twelve cniles cis- 
tant. but net tn Paris § itseif. The 
eclipse wi.! last exactl, seven  sec- 
onds.” P 

It was in the astronomers s‘udy at 
the observatory at Juvisy that I saw 
him way. In the study are 10.909 vol- 
umes, containing all that has ever been 
written about astronomy. 

The observatory and the park and 
chateau are M. Flammarion’s private 
property, and it is here he spenas most 
of his time getudying the stars. 

The planet Mars has been his pet 
subject since !883. and his discoveries 
have in fact, been so important that 
he has been christened the ‘‘Christo- 
pher Columbus of the planet Mars.”

People she met in one “personality” 
were complete strangers to her in ane 
other, and these changes were always 
accompanied by a completely altered 
facial expression.

1. A state of intense expectancy and 
fear. She shrank even from her parents, 
hiding her face when any one approach- 
ed.

At times 
her body Is quite rigid. 

2. She could not stand, but was more 
intelligent, a “mind freak” impelling 
her to nickname people and objects in 
an explicable way. She giggled when 
spoken to. #%Vhen Dr. Wilson asked her 
to walk, she replied: “Walk? What 
dat? What ‘walk’ mean? Can’t do it*” 
She declared black was white, and 
green, red. She called herself “a 
thing,” and said she had no mouth. 

3. In.this stage she was more edu- 
cated, and showed an ability to read 
and write, although occasionally what 
she described as a

thunderstorms, although she expressed 
terror of them at other times. 

4 She became a deaf mute, and 
talked on her fingers, being totally un- 
conscious of loud noises close to her 
ear. 

5. She suddenly announced: “I have 
only been here three days! I am only 
three days old!” She said the flames 
of the fire were black, and that a fat 
pug-dog was very thin. She spelt all 
her words backwards, but wrote for- 
wards. 

6. She had to be taught, in this stage, 
to read and write. She denied having 
seen Dr. Wilson before, and at times 
she completely lost the use of her 
hands.

The most important business. that 
comes before the National Union is the 
fixing of the price of the south’s staple 
product—-cotton. Cotton is on a parity 
with gold, for no matter what the price 
may be, there has never been a time 
Since the staple began to be marketed

~nen put on the market by the pro- 
ducer. 

For three-quarters of a century the 
Price has been fixed not by those who 
raised it. but by those who manipulate 
the market. This price, as fixed, has 
not always followeg the unerring laws 
of supply and demand, as many have 
been taught by political economists. 
The juggler by a sleight of hand has 
Juggied the price to suit his own aims. 
Tf it was to his interest to force the 
price of cotton up, then up it went; if 
it serveqg his purpose better to force 
the price down, then down it went. 

By this manipulation the producer of 
cotton was often left between the 
“devil and the deep blue sea.” He 
mever knew one day wha: the market 
would be the next. The bull of today 
might be the bear of tomorrow, and 
vice versa indefinitely. To the unsophis- 
ticated rustic there was nothing to do 
but to accept the unalterable decrees 
of the ticker and cotton gambler a3 
religiously as he did his catechism or 
hig Bible. For him there was nothing 
but dumb submission. The future held 
agit no promises of a change in condi- 
Gions: To him life was a drudge, by 
the side of which negro slavery as it 
existed before the war was far better.

When seen yesterday City Warden 
Evans said: “I want to offer a practi- 
cal suggestion, which, if followed, will, 
I believe, bring speedy aid to the in- 
ebriates and dope users of the city. I 
think that these unforiunates can be 
provided for by my plan and that if the 
need of such an institution ever ceases 
to pe that the buildings can be used for 
another equally philanthropic purpose. 
The city owns much land in the vicinity 
of thecity stockade. Two acres of this land 
might ‘be donated and this gift supple- 
mented by the appropriation of council 
of $2,500, $2,000 of this to be used for 
the erection of suitable buildings and

Today 
a wealthy citizen called me over the 
phone and offered to bear alone the ex- 
pense of the maintenance of a ward in 
the Tabernacle infirmary for the treat- 
ment of the unfortunates.

He is apprehensive lest the “no tui- 
tion” program of the university 
should have a harmful effect upon the 
two great denominational colleges of 
the state. 

The zeal which this earnest advo- 
cate of denominational colleges has 
so earnestly exhibited has in this 
instance led him to take a position 
that is indefensible and extreme. It 
is opposed to the accepted principle 
of state aid to education and, as a 
ccnsequence, to the further progress 
of higher education in Georgia. He 
would have the state withhold from 


~ the state university the appropria- 


tions that enable ft to offer free 
scholarships and free tuition. Mercer 
and Emory are not able to offer free 
tuition, according to Judge Freeman, 
and the state, by enabling the state 
practices dis- 
crimination against the other two col- 
leges and imposes upon the people the 
“injustice of a tax to pay the tuition 
of the favored few.’ As a remedy, 
Le would have part of the money now 
given to the state university appro- 
priated to common school education. 

An argument which answers itself 
more directly could hardly have been 
advanced by the distinguished Geor- 
gian. If it is wrong and discriminat- 
ing for the rich and prosperous state 
of Georgia to contribute to an edu- 
cational institution of higher learning, 
it is wrong for her to provide common 
schools and high schools for her chil- 
dren. : 

Higher education is accepted by 
common consent as a duty of the 
state, equally with common school 
education. There are some people 
who disagree with this plan, but prac- 
tically every state in the union is 
following the practice of maintaining 
2 complete and thoroughly equipped 
state university. Georgia’s is the 
crown of her splendid educational 
system. 

If it is wrong for the state to fur- 
nish free tuition in a_ school of 
higher education because private and 
denominational schools are unable to 
do so; it is equally wrong to furnish 
free tuition in the common schools 
ir opposition to innumerable private 
schools, maintained by private parties 
and by the churches, 

If appropriations to the Tech, the 
North Georgia Agricultural college 
and the literary college at Athens are 
indefensible, money given to the com- 
mon schools of Coweta to educate pu- 
pils who might otherwise go to the 
private schools in Newnan, where 
tuition is charged, is equally wrong. 
If there is discrimination, it is dis- 
crimination in both cases. But Judge 
Freeman favors free tuition in com- 
mon schools conducted in opposition 
to private schools, but condemns free 
tuition in the state university be- 
cause denominational colleges occupy- 
ing the same field charge tuition. 

The ambition to succeed, the desire 
in the mind and heart of the boy to 
make a man of himself and to take a 
leading place in the world’s activities 
is not confined to the children of the 
well-to-dog Many a boy performing 
the hard chores of a farm hand or 
aiding his father at the bench cher- 
ishes this divine inspiration. That 
these are the men who grow up to be 
leaders in thought and action is pro- 
verbial. The boy who is determined 
tc succeed despite all obstacles of 
peverty and disappointment is the 
man whom the world finally hails 
with glad acclaim and crowns witb 
honors. It is to encourage and pre- 
pre such boys that free tuition at 
the state university is offered. With- 
out it they would be doomed to take 
a lower place than they otherwise 
would have filled. Fortified with the 
advantages of a college course thus 
piaced within their means, they are 
prepared to become leaders wherever 
they go. Should this blessed boon be 
denied them? If so, many a poor boy 
to whom a free scholarship means an 
education would be deprived of that 
advantage, 

We cannot admit the soundness of 
Judge Freeman’s argument that “be- 
fore the remission of tuition fees by 
the state university can be justified 
as wise, is must be shown that. this 
will not harm Mercer and Emory.” 

The Constitution sincerely hopes 
that nothing will interfere with the 
continued substantial progress of 
these two great denominational col- 
leges. If each had an endowment of 
$1,000,000 we would heartily rejoice. 
To any campaign seeking such an 
endowment we would give enthusias- 
tic and unstinted support. If either 
om both of these Georgia colleges 
should grow to such dimensions that 
they would occupy in their respective 
denominations in the south the place 
filled by Princeton in the north, none 
would be more happy than The Con- 
stitution. ~

Aside from the fact that it is almost purely an ex parte argument, the 
editorial is of a nature to induce serious meditation with the legislator and 
the business man who realize their responsibilities in the premses and whose 
mental horizon is not limited by the narrow considerations of the moment, 

Mr. Edmonds fails to make the pithy Rooseveltian distinction between 
“good and bad” corporations. His points lose force from the fact that he 
neglects to concede what is common and costly public knowledge—that the 
railroads and various public service corporations have themselves given 
serious offense, thereby creating unjust conditions, not only crying for cor- 
rection but, in their way, as inimical to the stable development of the 


grave fault. 

The business men of America know, for instance, that they have for 
years suffered from the abuses and discriminations of the railroads, grown 
careless of the bounds of justice and the restraint of law through long 
immunity from supervision. The nefarious trail of “high financing” in the 
Alton deal, and the flagrant violation of the constitution in the Central-

and equally grievous nature. 

This much said, the question then presents itself: What is the line 
of cleavage between killing and curing; between imperative and inevitable 
readjustment and prejudice gone mad which can end only in destruction? 

The problem deserves grave and conscientious consideration, for upon 
its solution must depend the progress and prosperity of the south and the 
nation during the next few yeara. i 

It may not be denied that the heedless and selfish spirit of dema- 
goguery is mischievously evident in the trend of the day. Politicians have 
in the past few years, even to this present moment, taken advantage of 
public consciousness of corporate injustice to lash popular prejudice into 
an unreasoning frenzy, content if they might ride into office on the crest 
of the wave. They have not scrupled, in many instances, to wilfully ex- 
aggerate conditions and to commit themselves to such farcical promises the 


values, but place at peril as -well the commercial] welfare of the states and 
the country. 

If there is anything overreaching or unjust in the clamor of the day, 
it must be largely attributed to this unhappy but inescapable fact. And 
if ever the people in the mass suffer from its consequences, they will be 
quick to place the blame where it belongs. 

We do not believe, however, that the people of the south or of America, 
wholesome in judgment, never long befuddled by the sophistry of the man 
who juggles with a people’s prosperity for his own advancement—will per- 
mit the tide to reach this limit. Sane of mind, well-poised in discrimination, 
they will find ways of correcting without destroying. If they discover that 
they have been misled into measures which are too rabid or radical, they may 
be depended upon to repudiate false guides and to adopt such substitutes 
as will work justice without annihilation. 

The prosperity of the south is too firmly established, it is founded on 
material resources of too substantial a character to be overthrown by the 
temporary upheaval of readjustment or the artificial windstorm of the 


oe 


demagogue. 

There will be a curing of present evils, the existence of which it 
would be folly to deny. But the conservatism of the south will insure that 
the process shall go no farther than to bring about a just balance by restor- 
ing to the people the rights which have been taken away, and by remedying 
the evils of which even the railroads admit they have good ground for 
complaint.

Dismissing this tendency on the part 
of prejudiced “captains of industry” 
and newspapers of reactionary creeds, 
with commendable logic, The Press 
says:

The arguments of The Press are 
valid as far as they £0, but they lack 
the quality of whole truth—doubtless 
through inadvertence. 

As remotely as ten or even fifteen 
years ago the American voter, who is 
not as opaque of vyision as he is 
credited with being by the average 
politician, began to perceive inequal- 
ities and injustice in the industrial, 
economic and . political methods 
through which the United States has 
risen to its present greatness, 

The disease and its symptoms were 
not sporadic nor isolated. Both were 
manifest, in varying stages of devel- 
opment, in the practices of railroads 
and corporations in Georgia, as in 
Maine or California, or New York or 
[ilinois. 

Public sentiment was cognizant of 
their existence long before it found 
definite expression. With the passage 
of time abuses and errors mulhiplied 
in number and increased in intensity, 
with popular protest and resentment 
gathering proportionate force and 
momentum. 

Whether, as The Press appears to 
believe, national sentiment, deprived 
cf the safety valve of correeéive legis- 
lation, would have found vent in a 
radical upheaval, is a matter for de- 
bate. 

A fact which may not be gainsaid 
is that before such a contingency be- 
came imminent, the popular will 
found focus and expression and an 
agency through which to put its re- 
medial measures into operation. 

The error into which The Press falls 
.£ the belief that the sole medium of 
eccncentration and expression hap- 
pened to be President Roosevelt, and 
that to him is due the undivided 
credit for leadership and crystalliza- 
tion.

With an acuteness of perception al- 
most weird in the light of latter-day 
developments, Mr. Bryan read the 
great American mind on the subjects 
c{ corporate abuses and predatory 
wealth; each speech he delivered, 
whether in New York or the middle 
or far west, bears testimony to his 
consciousness at that time of the ex- 
istence of these evils, and of the 
measures which would be necessary 
for their removal. There can be no 
question that his were the words 
which started the ferment of healthy 
thought in the minds of the American 
people, and that sowed indellible im- 
pressions which were later revived 
in all their vividness by confirma- 
tcry developments. 

It is merely the harvest that Mr. 
Roosevelt is reaping. Not that he de- 
Serves any the less credit for the 
achievement—for even in the ad- 
venced stage of public sentiment and 
intelligence both courage and per- 
Sistence were required to meet the 
specious arguments of reactionary in- 
fluences and set in motion the ma- 
chinery of actual reform. 

But while we are discussing the 
personnel of pioneers in this particu- 
iar field and awarding credit for the 
bravery needed to face the vitupera- 
tion and villification which are in- 
separable from the early phases of all 
crusades of moment, it is well to be 
exact in the interests of justico no 
less than of historical accuracy.

The First Congregational church 
has recently celebrated the fortieth 
anniversary of its founding. The edi- 
fice, under present conditions, occu- 
pies only a portion of a large lot at; 
the corner of Courtland and Houston 
streets. The project, briefly stated, 
is to add to the building sufficient 
flcor and room space to accommodate 
| religious, educational, hygienic and 
| amusement facilities now lacking to 
,the many thousand negroes in this 
city. The estimated cost of the im- 
provements is $25,000. 

The Congregational Church Build- 
ing Society of New York has offered 
$10,000 of this sum, contingent on the 
negroes of Atlanta raising the re- 
maining $15,000. Of this amount, 
$12,500 is already practically pledged 
from the negroes of Atlanta—$10,000 
from the members of the First Con- 
gregational church and $2,500 from 
negroes belonging to other religious 
denominations 

In addition thereto, several of the 
mcst prominent white citizens of At- 
lonta have subscribed $1,400, so that 
the relatively small amount of $1,100 
is all that stands in the way of the 
materialization of the project. 

The idea in expanding the scope 
cf the Congregational church is to 
provide, in the basement of the new 
edifice, a large reading room, which 
shall be open to negroes of all ages 
and denominations; a _  well-selected 
litrary; a gymnasium equipped with 
all modern athletic appliances; a 
model kitchen, where the young wo- 
men of the race will be taught such 
lessons as will aid them in solving: 
the servant problem of the city; and 
an assembly hall, which may be ar- 
ranged at a moment’s notice by ad- 
justing the partitions which separate 
the Sunday schoo] room into sixteen 
compartments. 

The real value of the plan may be 
urderstood when it is explained that 
these tangible advantages are offered 
the negroes of the city at no cost to 
themselves.

But you also sey that the state should take 
care of her own, and by clear implication 
you claim that appropriations for the unit- 


versity should be sufficient to enable her to 
40 her work without charging tuition. 

According to your own admissions this 
ghould not be done, for it certainly gives an 
undue end harmful advantage to the uni- 
versity. Before this can be justified as wise, 
it must first be shown that this will not 
harm the other two. This cannot be done, 
You might as well claim that discrimina- 
tions by railroads in freight rates in favor 
of one section against others would not harm 
them as to contend that it will not harm 
Mercer and Emory for the state to pay the 
tuition for the students who attend the uni- 
versity, when they cannot live without charg- 
ing tuition. So you cannot admit that they 
should live and deserve to be fostered and 
helped, and not harmed and crippled, without 
conceding that the students at the university 
ghould pay tuition. 

Another reason offered why the students 
at the university should pay no tuition is 
that the state is educating teachers for her 
common and high schools. 

What connection ‘has free tultion with 
young men being educated to teach? Mercer 
and Emory educate far more young men, 
who. afterwards teach, than does the univer- 
sity. One of the arguments used by gradu- 
atee from that institution to induce others 
to enter her halls is that her graduates have

tics, and teaching does not seem to 
So strike down these denominational col- 
leges and you would cut a great gap in the 
teaching force of Georgia, in all the depart- 
ments of literary education. 

In the next place it is useless 
at the expense of the state men to teach the 
common and high echools when the state 
does not pay them enough to support them 
and their families, and for this reason they 
must leave the school room for more remu- 
nerative work. The state cannot pay more,

because she is exhausting herself in part 
to pay high salaries to the teachers in the 
university end her branch colleges. 

It is not meant to marge that these pro- 
fessors are paid too much, if the students 
attending these colleges would pay regular 
tuition. Nor is it meant to make complaint 
because the state has expended money to 
build and equip these plants, but only upon 
the injustice of taxing the people to pay 
tuition of the favm:s4 few. This is wrong 
from every viewpoint, and therefore can 
mever be justified. 

The common school is the foundation upon 
which our whole educational system rests, 
and the high school is tne next stone to be 
laid on this foundation. They, therefore, 
should have the right-of-way. 

It certainly {is unwise to take a do 
them in order to enable the university 
her branches to hold out the {fnducemen'ts x 
free tuition and scholarships. It 1° 
wise to fail to lay strong and solid founda- 
tions for the purpose of saving money with 

to beautify the superstructure. 
gm should therefore spend all SY ae 
these foundation schools, 
Siar ebecation will take care of itself. =. 
proof of this proposition attention is ca oo 
to the great colleges and universities all over 
our country that were founded and fostered 
by private benefactions. But if you first — 
care of higher education cannot dao 
enough for the common and high schools, 
and they cannot take care of themselves, and 


neither will others do it. 

The idea of the managers of th 
-geems to be that she should come first, 
after her the others. 

This certainly is 
without the common the hest 
high schools there would but little use 
for institutions of higher learning, Tor there 
would be but few pupils. The high schools 
are linked between the common schools and 
the colleges. One reason why s0 many of 
our sons have been poorly prepared to enter 
freshman classes in our colleges 
was. and is, that we have neglected to pro- 
vide high schools. If they are fostered they 
can and will do better work. and’ prepare 
more and more of our sons for our various 
colleges. 

So we should cease wasting money 
belongs to and should be spent for the com- 
mon and high schools,-trying to draw young 
men from this and that college to the tni- 
versity by the payment ef their tuition and 
by the purchase of scholarships for the first 
honor graduates of our high and city schools. 

What does it mean when thie university of- 
fers the first honor graduates of our high 
and city schools echolarships? Is not this 
bold-faced class discrimination? What can 
it mean? 

Whence comes this money? If it is furnished 
by private benefactors for this purpose then 
mo one has a right to complain. But If it 
fe the state's money, then it is criticised, 
because of its purpose and tendency. 

Does it not mean that the managers of 
the university intend to draw all the bright- 
est and smartest young men to the univer- 
sity in order to enable her to compete more 
eadvantageousiy with Mercer and Emory by 
pointing to these emart young men as her 
polished and finished work? 

What Inducements will be next 
draw all the young men from them 
known. 

Complaints ‘have been made of certain very 
rich institutions of learning going into the 
natura] territory of other institutions, not so 
rich, and inducing young men to attend them 
by paying them more than was sufficient to 
defray all their expenses from the day they 
left home till they returned. And this con- 
duct was cundemned as being not only dis- 
courteous, but unjust and disreputable riv- 
alry. 

The state should be proud of all the col- 
leges within her borfers, and she is inter- 
ested in the prosperity of each, and should 
carefully guard the interest of all alike, and 
certainly should not injure one to give an 
advantage to another. That free tuition and 
echolarships at the university give her an 
undue advantage in the premises cannot be 
denied. This policy therefore should be 
abandoned. 

For the last two or three vears extraor- 
dinary efforts have been put forth to build 
up the university, regardless of how these 
efforts would affect these denominational cal- 
leges. It seemed as if the whole purpose was 
to put all other colleges out of the field. 

There are Baptists and Methodists who are 
rich and are seeking investments for some 
of their riches. They are holding it, though 
inclined to endow Mercer and Emory, fearing 
to invest in these colleges n§w, lest their 
investments be lost because of the determined 
efforts to bulld up the university at the loss 
and even overthrow of both the others. They 
say the state has commenced an irrepressible 
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conflict, and Mercer and Emory will go 


down. Who dare claim that no harm is done 
them ? 

Mr. Editor. you said the state should care 
for her own. 
and Methodists do with their own? These 
Christian people are charged with a sacred 
trust. They are charged with the solemn 
duty of preserving to the generation in Georgia 
Christian education. They know its worth 
and hallowed influence. They know its con- 
straining and restraining power. They know 
how it has preserved the accepted and ortho- 
dox interpretation of the Bible. They know 
how it has confirmed the faith of the people 
in the Scriptures. They know that the fu- 
ture happiness of the people depends upon 
their faith in the Word of God, and they 
know this faith is conserved by these Chris- 
tian colleges. 

What, then, Mr. FAltor, 
duty in the premises? 

If they were a feeble folk they might have 
an excuse to bow to the storm and let these 
colleges perish. But they are a numberlesa 
host, possesed of great riches, and all the 
sinews of war. )They are fully equal to the 
conflict thus.fyfcéd upon them. 

How shall they take care of their own? 

First, by being loyal to their denominational 
colleges, and sending them their sons, and 
richly endowing them out of the abundance 
of their wealth. 

Second, by bringing to bear such influences 
upon the general assemblies that they will so 
measure the appropriations to sustain the 
university as will force the managers to 
charge tuition. 

All the institutions deserve to live, because 
of their work, and there should be no dis- 
criminations. Discriminations are odious 
when practiced by railroads, and they are 
condemned. When one merchant sells below 
cost to destroy his .rival, the people may 
buy his goods, but they condemn the act and 
the motive. Why should not the conduct that 
reduces the price of education at one college, 
the effect, if not the purpose, of which may 
eventually close out two others, be condemned 
and discontinued? 

It is so palpably unfair and unjust to take 
these people’s money by taxation, and then 
use the same so as to injure their colleges, 
that to multiply words to prove it only fa- 
tigues the reader. 

Let no Baptist or Methodist withhold their 
money from Mercer and Emory, fearing that 
in this confife @hey will go down. They 
should, and shall not, fail; for the friends of 
Christian education dominate the state. 

Patience and forbearance can’t be virtues 
sometimes. These people desire to support 
and uphold these two colleges, and they do 
not intend to let them be driven from this 
field. They are Beginning to read between the 
lines the unexpressed purpose of leaving them 
without pupils. The question is being agi- 
tated to inform them. Their careful consid- 
eration of the matter will surely bring forth 
action. And their consequent movement will 
be as the tread of a mighty army. 

There is work and r6odm for all 
Georgzaa. 

We insist that Georgia cannot pay the tuil- 
tion of the favored few at her colleges of 
higher learning without neglecting to that ex- 
tent her duty to her common and high schools, 
and without doing harm to Mercer «and 
Emory. These reasons surely are sufficient 
to justify and demand the abd&donment of 
this policy. Let us see.

Editor Constitution: We abuse the roads 
for not giving us cars and handling our 
business. Prosperity has made business be- 
yond the ability of the roads, as they now 
are, to handle. All have shared in 
prosperity, and this prosperity is largely 
due -to the railroads. 

I have abused the roads for not giving 
me cars when ordered, and for not handling 
loads. I am only one vf thousands who have 
suffered, and put the whole blame on the 
roads, 

The roads, too, were suffering for the rea- 
son they had more to do than capacity for 
doing. They had miles of loaded cars and 
no motive power ‘to move them; yards 
blocked so it was almost impossible to make 
up trains; officers of «ne road on the road 
day and night; motive power and men over- 
worked; wreck after wreck caused from try- 
ing to do more than it was possible to do, 
that the business might be handled. Each 
wreck only made conditions worse. Still 
we would exclaim, ‘wood! wish the whole 
d— road would be wrecked,"’ not caring for 
the suffering and cost. 

The capital in the roads is 
we giving it fair treatment? On the con- 
trary, we who have not one dollar in the 
roads are doing all poss¥ble to wreck them, 

It is not lower freight rates \I want so 
much as better service. Good, \quick, ef- 
ficient service is worth far more t@ me than 
lower rates and poor service. 

We should pay the roads enough that they 
may make good returns on their ithvestment 
and improve their property. f 

We want the lines double-tracked. This 
would be worth more to the south than all 
the savings you will get out of them by op- 
pression. 

The roads are being oppressed. We cannot 
justify ourselves by the cry that the roads 
are oppressing the people. Two wrdngs do 
not make a right. 

We forget the benefits the roads have beep 
to the south, and what we owe them. Our 
prosperous condition today is largely due 
to them.

When the roads are prosperous the whole 
country is prosperous, and vise versa; so it 
is to our interest to work with the roads.

We 
will only abuse the roads the more for bad 
service. 

Who among us would be willing to put 
money into anything that did not bring us 
more than the railroad stockholders receive 
on their investment? 

We all rejoice when heavy judgments are 
rendered against the roads. Who gets the 
greater part of these Judgments? 

Did you ever stop to cnink that the ship- 
per and the traveler pay these judgments 
just as a casuaity company pays for acci- 
dents, though never appearing as defendants. 
So in making rates, these judgments must 
be figured in as part of the cost of trans- 
portation. We pay them. 

There is an army of tawyers fighting the 
roads. The roads employ an army of lawyere 
to combet them. We pay both these armies. 
Could not @ suggestion come from this that 
might bring lower freights? 

he railroads are hampered with red tape, 
divided authority and long distance man- 
agement. Let them give the local manage- 
ment authority to act, and act quick, and 
when they make a promise, keep it. Broken 
promises, delays and inactivities are the 
threg things that make most of the trouble 
for the railroads.

PASSING OF PASSES FUNNY 


Policemen, City Of_icials, Newspaper 
Men and All “Dead Heads” Hunt 
in Their Jeans and Fish 
Out the Necessary 
Coin.

Montgomery, Ala., September 7.— 
(Special.)—The arti-pass law of Ala- 
bama is in effect with the expiration of 
thirty days from the adjournment of 
the legislature. It prevents, save in a 
few excepted cases, railroads and street 
car lines from giving free transporta.- 
tion, even refusing to allow newspaper 
men to exchange mileage for advertis- 
ing space, dollar value for dollar value. 
There has been no pass-giving on the 
rail lines, however, for some time, as 
one of the railrcad control bills pro- 
hibited it at the first session. 

Only recently was it found that the 
prohibition extended to street railways. 
A direct bill to apply to these lines 
failed to pass the legislature and it was 
thought that this would be the last of 
it. ‘All the time, however, the anti- 
pass advocates were laughing in their 
sleeves, as they knew ‘the general bill 
would get them ‘‘way late.” As a con- 
sequence, even the policemen and fires 
men are coughing up the coin in many 
cities, though some have the privilege 
in the charter contract. 

Some Funny Things. 

It was expected that the firemen and 
policemen, with officers of the city hall, 
would be allowe:i to keep their books, 
as it was said that a contract with the 
city gave them this right. But it did 
not hold. There was an unloading of 
free books there as well as in the news- 
paper offices. Policemen. without the 
price were told to press leather and 
many a bluecoat was seen running along 
to catch a late report hour who had 
thought to get there via the rails and 
trolley. 

A newspaper man got on a car with 
two ladies. He dug up an almost de- 
pleted hook and took out a red ticket 
tenderly, put two nickels with it and 
passed them to the ticket pucher. The 
latter looked at it carefully, dropped 
the coins into the slots at his belt and 
held out the red cardboard. “Sorry, 
but nothin’ doing,” said the railway 
man. “Got orders to cut them all out. 
Yes, I guess they ought to have waited 
until tomorrow, but they didn’t, tell us 
that. The fact is, they need the 
money.”

Ottawa, Ontario, September 7.—The 
Untted States won the Palma trophy on 
Rockliffe range today by the phenomenal 
score of |,712 out of a possible 1,800. 
This beats all previous records. Canada 
was second rwith 1,671; Australia third 
with 1;653, and Great Britian fourth with 
1,680. 

Canadians attribute the superior shoot- 
ing of the Americans to the use of the 
“peep sight.’’ The shooting of the United 
States team averaged 215 to a man, thus 
beating the world’s record, either with 
a service or machine rifle. 

The brilliant score of 74 out of a pos- 
sible 75 at the 1,000-yard range also 
beats the world’s record.

London, September 7.—There ts now 
saying in the east of London the “cham. 
pion walker of the world’—otherwise 
Anton Hanslian—who started from Vi- 
enna on September 1!2, !900, and has 
since covered nearly 29,000 miles. He 
arrived in London wheeling his Mttle 10- 
year-old daughter on a curious three- 
wheeled perambulator. After traveling 
with him as far as Sunderland, his wife 
died ofc consumption less than a month 
ago. 

M. HansMan said: “I am doing this 
for a wager, and I shall win it. When 
we started from Vienna my little daugh- 
ter was only 3 years old, and, wherever 
possible, I weeled her and my wife in 
the perambulator. The load is lighter 
now, for my wife died in Sunderland at 
the begginning of the month. 

“Seven years ago I knew no language 
but German. Now I know enough of 
twenty-two to make myself wel] under- 
stood. 

“We have crossed North and South 
America, Africa Australia, China and 
on Wednesday we leave London for Do- 
ver, and, crossing to Ostend, make our 
way ‘back to Vienna, having completed 
a tour of 30,000 miles.”’ 

When in Arizona the party was four 
days without water, and nearly succwmb- 


ed. Once they were attacked by wolves, 
which were driven back by the man 
using a gun and the woman firing a re 
volver. 

In Tennessee the perambulator broke 
down when Hanslian had only half a 
dollar to his name. Six dollars were 
wanted for repairs, and it took him three 
days to sell enough picture post cards 
to get the money. Then the party had 
to start on their journey without break 
fast. Of all the peoples of the world 
with whom they came in contact, the 
Red Indians, Hanslian says, treated 
them the kindest of all. Night after 
night the travelers slept In Their wig- 
wams free of cost, and were generally 
treated with the greatest hospitaHty, In 
China he wag arrested as a Spy. 

The best roads encountered were Mm 
England and the worst in South and 
West America. Altogether, Hanslian 
has worn out 100 pairs of boots in his 


wanderings.

FINE SHOWING 


Official Figures Received from 
the Shoot at Camp 
Perry, Ohio. 


Official figures making the score of the 
Georgia team in the national rifle match 


at Camp Perry, Ohio, have been received 
by Adjutant General Scott and were yes- 


terday made known. 

Atlanta, Savannah and Macon were rep- 
resented upon the range when some of 
the finest marksmen of the nation drew 
a bead upon the bull’s-eye. Savannah 
has long had a reputation for excellent, 
almost perfect shooting, but at Camp 
Perry Atlanta showed all the best of it, 
and that, too, with two of the best shots 
who work on the Atlanta range, Captain 
W. T. B. Wilson and Lieutenant Ar- 
minius Wright, absent. On the range 
there were some of the finest marksmen 
in the country and some of the finest 
records for future reference were there 
made. 

Savannah’s best target men were at 
work and as in the past their. scores 
were commendable. Colonel J. GC. Pos- 
tell, long leader among the best shots 
of the south, was there, and it was an 
excellent showing he made. Teutenant 
Falligant, whose clear eve has brought 
him victory time and time again, had 
his try, while F. C. Wilson and T. 8g. 
Clay again demonstrated their ability to 
hit the right spot at the right time. 

But it was up to the Alantans to do 
the trick—to save to the Empire State 
of the South the good record it has al- 
ways had among good shooters. It was 
Captain Cc. C. Smith, of company K, 
Fifth regiment, an Atlanta military or- 
ganization, who ranked first when the 
scores were compiled. Captain Smith 
has long been regarded among the shoot- 
ers of the south as one of the best, if 
not the very best marksman !f{n the south, 
and at Camp Perry he did not disap- 
point his friends. On the skirmish shoot, 
one of the most difficult features in tar- 
get work, Captain Smith, who led the 
Georgia entries in general results, was 
second to an Atlantan only. Lieutenant 
Seamans, of the Horse Guard, came first, 
with a score of seventy-three out of a 
possible one hundred. But to Captain 
Smith the record for the Georgia entries 
was given, his record being 285. Atlanta 
showed the second best record. It was 
270. It was taken by Private W. B 
surbitt, of company K. That record, 
however, was tied by Colonel Postell, of 
Savannah, long one of the best marks- 
men in the state. 

In the Georgia entries there were 
men, seven being from Savan- 
nah, one from Macon and four from Af- 
lanta. Within the twelve men who 
worked on the target Atlanta captured 
first, second and fourth places. Colone] 
Postell, of Savannah, known throughow 
the south as one of its best shots, his 
name and Savannah being synouyms on 
marksmen’s field, had a tie with Private 
Burpitt, of Atlanta, the totals, long dis- 
tance shooting excluded. On the long 
distance Burpitt, of Atlanta, showed one 
point better and that gave the Atlantan 
the win over the Savannah shooter, 

The Georgia team came nineteenth in 
the shoot this year, whereas last year 
Georgia was twenty-seventh, 

Adjutant General Scott and Colonel] J. 
Van Holt Nash have been working hard 
for the past year with the Georgia 
troops on range work. Both officers rec- 
ognized the worth of good shooting and 
both are ever and always impressing the 
necessity of that work upon the volun- 
teer troops of the state.

It happened that the fathers and broth- 
ers of most of these girls have inscribed 
themselves in the registers of the new 
national democratic party as members, 
and thereby provoked rather sharp criti- 
cism and condemnation on the part of 
the prince. The girls sat in judgment 
on him. They found that he called 
their fathers and brothers “the traitors” 
for no other reason than that they were 
democrats, opposed to the autocratic re- 
gime; they found further that the prince 
was against the parliamentary regime, 
and, therefore, was not worthy to adorn 
with his photograph the school room of 


the modern Montenegrine girls. They 
took down the condemned photograph 
and tore it, amid enthusiastic screams, 
in a thousand pleces and—danced over 
their victim. 

The screams and the tumult brought to 
the room the Russian mistress of the 
school, to whom the girls explained 
what had taken place and why. The 
government ordered Mr. Yanko Angelat, 
the chief of the detectives, and as such 
the most unpopular person in Montene- 
gro, to investigate the matter. When 
this formidable person arrived at the 
school he was surprised to see thirty 
girls waiting for him in their best 
dresses, and solemnly presenting to him 
a bouquet of roses. As a clever detec- 
tive, and a polite man, he was pleased 
at the attention, thanked the girls, and 
raised the bouquet to his nose to inhale 
its perfume. He, however, could not give 
adequate expression to his admiration, 
because a violent sneezing attacked him, 
and shook him badly. As the sneezing

When the project regarding the treat- 
ment of neutrals on pelligerent territory 
was brought up for discussion, Baron 
Von Biebersten (Germany) objected, say- 
ing that Germany could not admit the 
principle supported by Great Britain to 
employ neutrals in warfare when the 
iaws of a belligerent state permitted it. 
Germany, on the contrary, maintained 
that neutrals must take no part in @ 
war.

Are the club women of Georgia dq@ing 

their best toward civic improvement and 
bettering conditions generally? Can we 
report such progress as Texas, for in- 
stance, In our civic work, or, is it tna? 
our clubs are really doing things worth 
while and are only too modest to re- 
port? 
“if such is the case, will the clubs, for 
once, try to remember that an example 
is often worth as much or more than 
the work itself, and send an account of 
their progress in civic work, in educa- 
tion, in library, or in anything else 
which they have undertaken and in which 
they have eucceeded, however little, to 
the chairmen of these respective commit- 
tees in the federation, or to the editor 
of this department? 

Let us be able to show that we, too, 
have not been unmindful of our duties 
as sharers in the responsibilities of the 
day; that we, as individuals and as club 
women, have not shirked when questions 
arose in which a womant’s advice and 
help could be of great assistance. When 
it hag been proved that we are working 
only for the uplifting and elevation of 
our fellow men in every respect and not 
until then will the cR&ib women be able 
to feel that they can pause for an instant 
to rest from their labors. 

Here are a few things which Texas 
has done, and which our clubs could not 
do better than to copy. These few cluds 
are taken merely to show what the en- 
tire state is d@ng. They are not iso- 
lated examples: 

The Woolridge School Mothers’ Club 
has raised $!110 for sanitary drinking 
fountains for «the Woolridge public 
school. 

The Thursday Club of Bowie has plant- 
ed and is caring for trees around the 
school campus. 

The New Era has charge of the third 
ward school, has raised money to deco- 
rate the interior of this building, and 
influenced the school board to lay a 
brick walk about the grounds. 

The Twentieth Century has given spe- 
cial attention to beautifying the city 
park by planting flower beds there.

The Shakespeare, of Crockett, has 
placed in the school yard lawn seats and 
a platform for outdoor exercise, and has 
plarted vines to cover the rear fences. 


The Ariel, of Denton, has awarded a 
prize of $10 for the best kept grounds 
during the season of 1905-6. 

The Woman's Thursday Club, of Dub- 
lin, continues to imrpove their grounds. 
They have planted nearly one hundred 
trees, and will soon secure three auto- 
matic drinking fountains for the school. 
Two of the fountains will be donated by 
the club, and the third they were instru- 
mental in having the school board pur- 
chase. 

The Review, of Georgetown, has plant- 
ed trees around the entire biock on whicn 
the schoo! building stands. 

The Stanard, of Longview, continues 
to do excellent work for their city park. 
They have kept the grounds attractive 


with flower beds, recently added twelve 


new seats. and expended about $50 for 
electric lighting and general care of 
grounds. 

The Woman's Club, of Marshall, has 
planted trees on school grounds, and will 
erect a sustantial arbor over which 
vines will be trained to provide shade 
and shelter for the girls during recess. 


The Mutual Improvement, of Wharton, 
has laid a concrete walk from the street 
to the door of the public gchool, and 
placed scrapers at each entrance. The 
club had erected a fine bandstand on the 
courthouse square, and, through the per- 
sonal efforts of the members, $420 was 
raised to pay the expenses of this build- 
ing. 

From Houston comes the following re- 
port: “Through the efforts of the Hous- 
ton Civic Club the citizens have enjoyed 
music at the city park all summer long. 
It has been our most earnest desire to 
have a permanent playground for our 
children, and a realization of our hopes 
is almost in view, as we have already se- 
lected a piece of ground suitable for our 
purpose. In the meantime we are main- 
taining a temporary playground, which 
was loaned to us by the late Governor 
until sold.”

TWO OF GEORGE WASHINGTON’S 
AUTOGRAPH DIARIES SOLD IN 
PHILADELPHIA FOR $4,300 


Twe small books were recently sold 
in Philadelphia for $4,300. It was in- 
deed a record price and was another 
instance of the love and honor that the 
American people ever feel for George 
“Washington, both volumes > being his 
autograph dairies. The first was writ- 
ten on the blank sheets of ‘The 
American Repostiory of Useful Infor- 
mation for 1!795."" the second, “Brigg’s 
‘Virginia and Maryland Almanac, 1798."’ 

These dairies, though short and con- 
sisting of mere “jotting downs,’ give 
to us a very intimate giimpse of Wash- 
ington'’s daily life, especially of his so- 
‘clal engagements, for these two years. 
The second volume is the more com- 
plete of the two. With a few excep-

tions we find the state of weather of 
leach day and the daily occurrences in 
the life of General Washington noted 
for a full year. In the first volume 
there are fewer entries, but here, too, 
the weather conditions, his social en- 
gagements and the many little journeys 
between Mount Vernon, Philadelphia 
and “the Federal City’’ are each set 
own.

THE BATTLE OF BUNKER HILL 


The battle of Bunker Hill gave the oc- 
casion for many deeds of valor, and 
Since that day we hold a list of names 
jlluminated in our memory. One of these 
mames belongs to the “Knight of Derry- 
field.” Do you remember who he was 
@nd can you’ recall the song of his 
bravery? Read of it once more and 
have impressed egain on your heart the 
implicit obedience and perfect courage 
of the New Hampshire farmers and their 
captain, John Moore. 

When the forty-five men of the little 
town of Derryfield, N. H., left their 
homes to fight for the great cause, each 
knew that no men were ever led by & 
braver man than their beloved Captain 
Moor. His courage had inspired many 
of them in the French and Indian wear. 
So, eagerly, when the alarm came in 
1798 they marched with him and his 
drummer boy son to Cambridge, where 
he was entered a captain in Stark's reg- 
iment. 

And now comes fhe battle of Bunker 
Hill. Behind a fence, piled thick with 
grass, Captain Moors company lay as 
atill as death. An order had come from 
Colonel Stark that not a shot was to be 
fired until the British passed a stake 
that was driven a short distance gway. 
With perfect confidence in themselves 
and their captain, the farmers waited. 
Waited motionless while that beautiful, 
death-dealing pageant of British war- 
riors swept grandly toward them. With 
the coolness and wonderful precision of 
a dress parade the old world came to 
meet the new, the grenediers and light 
infantry marching in single file 12 feet 
apart, the artillery advancing more slow- 
ly and thundering out an insolent defi- 
ance to the conceited little rebels, while 
on each side five battalions formed an 
oblique line ‘to the fence breastworks. 
The very flower of the English army,

splendent in 
panners, advanced to meet a little group 
of men, untrained in tactics of warfare, 
only half armed, clad in homespun, hid- 
ing behind a breastwork of grass. 

The dead line was crossed. Bang! 
Bang! aBng! The little rebels were 
awake at last. Now, not ‘the stake, but 
a line of fallen bodies marked the dead 
line. Thunder and lightning 
forth from that breastwork. 
tense, steady, killing, and the 
march of the Britishers was checked. A 


again urged the line forward. Not for 
one moment did the grass fence cease its 
voice of fire and shot. One by one the 
brave grenadiers and their dashing, gal- 
lant officers fell to thegearth. The ranks 
broke and the proud host fled before the 
meager handful of New Hampshire men. 
Ah. if we could only have had grass 
breastworks and Captain John Moors al! 
along the American line! 

If we are interested in the men who, 
after the battle with its hardships, perils 
and its glories, return and take up the 
unsung story of their citizens’ life, we 
will find that John Moor, now Major 
Moor, showed still the undaunted spirit. 
His strict integrity, remarkable intelli- 
gence, and financial ability, his kindness 
and bravery won him an honored plece 
everywhere. In 1780 he moved to Nor- 
ridgwock, Me., where he was soon al- 
most as greatly beloved as He,was in 
New Hampshire. We can see today in 
the files of town papers a financte! re- 
rort of the town’s affairs which he drew 
up in 1791. It was taken as a mode! of 
a correct and businesslike document. 
When the militia of the town was re- 
organized he was chosen colonel. Above 
his finencial and military ability towers 
the great, firm tenderness of the man. 
a8 was this quality more than any other 
that so endeared him to his many friends.

It is a peaceful! celebration. The day 
is dedicated to the cause of peace. For 
the fight of labor is a peaceful striving 
for the fruits of peace. 

Although now sanctioned by law and 
proclaimed by the president of the 
United States, Labor day was cele- 
brated by laboring people before the 
states or national government began to 
make statutes on this subject. The 
Suggestion for such a day was made 
as early as May 8, !1882, when a letter 
Was r@ad at the Central Labor Union 
in New York. September 5 of that year 
the first celebration was held at New 
York. There was an enormous parade, 
showing the people in that city some- 
thing of the membership of the local 
unions, and setting forth with banners 
and transparencies the spirit and the 
principles of the union labor movement. 
lt was a great success and the move- 
, ment spread. Similar celebrations were 
heid in numerous other ‘states, all on 
the first Monday in September, and by 
1887 the custom had become quite fixed. 

It was in recognition of a holiday 
which labor had taken for itself that 
the state legislative assemblies began 
in 1887 to authorize a legal holiday on 
Labor day. In that vear Oregon, Colo- 
rado, New Jersey, New York and Mas- 
sachusetts passed laws making Labor 
day a holiday. Then followed other 
States in the following order: In 1889, 
Connecticut, Nebraska and Pennsyl-

Maine. Montana, Kansas, 
Indiana, Tennessee, New Hampshire, 
lilinois, Georgia and South Carolina:

of the Citadel and take a look 
over Cairo. We are high above the River 


Nile, and far above the minarets of 
mosques which rise out of the vast plain 
of houses below. We are as high up as 
the tops of the “pjramids, which stand 
out upon the yellow desert away off at 
the left. The sun is blazing, and there 
is a smoky haze over the Nile valley, 
but it is not dense enough to hide Cairo. 
The city, which lies right under us, !s 
the largest on this continent, and one 
of the mightiest of the world. IK now 
contains a million inhabitants; and, in 
size, it is fast approximating Heliopolis 
and Memphis in the height of their glory. 

Of all the Mohammeden cities of the 
world, Cairo is now growing the fastest. 
It already has only 100,000 less people 
than Constantinople. It is four times 
as big as Damascus, eight times as big 
as Bagdad and fifteen or twenty times 
the size of either Mecca or Medina, 
where the Prophet Mohammed was born 
and died: It has more than doubled fts 
population since I last visited it, and 
with my glass I can now see the scaffold- 
ing about the new Duildings which are 
rising here and there over the plains. 
The town now covers an area equal to 
fifty quarter-section farms and its build- 
ings are so crowded together that they 
form an almost continuous structure. 
The only trees to be seen are those in 
the new French quarter, which lies on 
the outskirts. : 


Mohammedan Cairo. 

The most of the city is of Amabian ar- 
chitecture. It is flat roofed, and is made 
up of yellowish-white buildings so crowd- 
ed along narrow streets that they can 
hardly be seen at this distance. Here 
and there, out of the field of white,-rise 
tall, round stone towers with galleries 
running about them. They dominate the 
whole city, and under each is a mosque. 
Those mosques are ‘tthe Mohammeaan 
churches. There are hundreds of them 
in Cairo, and not a few have been re- 
cently erected. Every one hag its wor- 
shipers, and upon every. tower, - five 
times a day, the shrill-voiced Arabian 
priest calls out for the people to come to 
prayers. There is a man now calling from 
the minaret of the Mosque of Sultan Ha- 
gan, which is Just under us. The mosque 
itself covers more than two acres, and 
the minaret is about half as high as 
the Washington Monument. The priest 
is standing on a gallery, with scaffolding 
above him. His mosque is 
being and $200,000 will be 
spent upon it when the present plans are 
completed.

The ‘Cairo of the Arabian Nights. 

Although the foreigner and his inno- 
vaticns are almost everywhere in evi- 
dence, native Cairo is much the same 
now as it was in the days of the 
Arabian Nights.

| closely veiled, and all the characters ofr
